h.  Mr. stated  that  ha  had  found  a balloon  similar  to  this 
one  in  1946  but  that  it  was  not  ae  large  as  this  one,  and  it  bore^ 
General  Mille  markinge.  He  farther  stated  that  he  had  dleasseabled  the 
nstal  portion  in  hopes  of  finding  Indleations  of  a reward  such  ae  be 
had  reeeired  in  the  ease  of  the  1948  finding.  He  eaid  that  be  had 
searohed  the  adjacent  areas  thoroughly  for  additional  parte  of  the 
balloon  but  found  none.  Search  of  the  area  subsequent  to  the  finding 
va*  precluded  bY  o enowfall  which  blanketed  the  entire  area.
